(special foods) Store Ho 1 sold 51,00o rubles of goods in k hoars, 10,000 
■ore rubles than on last Sunday. Trading vas hsary In the departaent stoi*e 
for auch Iteas as dlshvare, haberdashery^ and radios. On 28 February ths 
departsient store sold 90,000 rubles* worth of goods and on 1 Maroh, 117,000 
rubles* worth In only 5 hours. Trade tumorer at the departaent store branch 
was 100,000 rubles more than the prerlous day.

Proceeds from retail trade In the city of Chita oonslderably exceeded 
the FebrwaiT lerel. After 1 Murch the dally proceeds in the "Gastronom** 
(special foods) Store Ho 1 doubled those of preTlous days. The demand for 
sausage, cheese, and oil was particularly groat. After the decrease In prices 
on 1 Efaroh the sharp Inoraaae In retail sales occurred In other stores, 
particularly food stores. 

CooperatlTS Trade Store IJo 1 has doubled its proceeds end has had to 
obtain special supplies of groceries to meet the sharp increase In demand . 

The *’Osobdnlvermag** (special department atore) sold more pocket and wrist 
watohes in 2 days in March than in all of February > More bicycles were sold 
In the city In the first 2 days of new prices than the whole month 

of February. The "Yneellrtarg** (jewelry) Store doubled Its dally receipts 
despite the decreased prices on watches ijid Jevelry. 


COBSUMSa^ TRADE INCREASES IN CHITA OBLAST

In 1948 the sale of bread In Chita Oblast Increased 48 percent over 
19^7; ccnfoctlonery products, 176 percent; tea, 1V> percent; cotton cloth, 
*^0 nercent; wool, 30 percent; silk, 85 percent; and knit goods; 109 
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percent. There vat alio a ccneiderably larger volume of trade on sugar, fish, 
shoes, other coneuaera’ goods In 1946 than In I947, emd the trade s/s te® 
was expand<>d accordingly. An additional 176 atorea, 96 atalle and stands, and 
128 lunch counters and anaqk hara were opened in the oblast. 

Despite the Increase in trade, mnj trading organ! zat lone did not complete 
the 1948 plan for trade turnover, vhich was completed only 94.8 percent for 
the oblast as a whole. local trade organltatlons and consuiaera' cooperatives 
were most to blaae for the failure of the trade system. The oblast *e trade 
cooperative technical school, the cooperative school, and the trade and culinary 
studies school, are not being used effectively to train personnel for the 
trade system. The trade and culinary studies school has only 55 students this 
year and had only 48 last year. 

Host trade workers in the oblast have had little educational or specialized 
background. Sixty -five percent of the chair nen of rayon consumers* unions 
have had only lower education . Turnover oi personnel is ertremely great . 

In 1948, 1,500 workers were hired by local trade organizatiens and 1,540 were 
releeiaed; 46 percent of the chiefs of rayon trade departments were removed 
in 1948. There is also too much waste and embezzlement of funds and good^ 
allowed in trade organizations. 


STORES IHCREASE ASSC®TMERT — Moskovakly .Bol'shevlk, No 8?. 8 Apr 49 

The Ministry of Trade tISSR ordered that, starting 15 April, all food and 
industrial goods Stores must carry the fixed haslc assortment of items. 

The Ministry order established minlimiffi assortments for large and medium 
stores and for stores in kray, oblast, and republic centers. For example^ 
Moscow and Leningrad large food stores must carry at least 66 different 
products and keep several of each type in stock at all times. 


Industrial goods stores are to carry at least the estahlished minlimim 
of cotton and silk fabrics, shoes, furniture, construction materials, 
haberdashery- dlshvare, and many other items. 

KHABAROVSK UCBT INTOSTRY EXCEEDS PLAN — Tlkhookeanskaya Zvezda, No 52, 4 Mar 49 

Light industry of Khabarovsk Ki^ay exceeded the February plLoi for gross 
production and planned assortment. The industry produced 20,000 rubles* 
worth of sewn goods, shoes, and other consuaere* goods above the month plan. 

The Blrobdzhan sewing and shoe factories exceed ed the February plan by more 
than 6 percent. 

CONSUMERS* GOODS OUTPUT LAGS IN JEWISH AO -- Tlkhookeanskaya Zvezda, No 56,

Output of consumers* goods in the Jewish Autanomous Oblaat lo cmly 87 
percent of the prewar level for local Industry and only 4? percent for 
cooperative Induptry. Approx Imately 20 enterprlaos and trade artels, closed 
during the war, have not yet reopened, and in addition several enterpr^eed 
have been abolished since the war. The Oblast Industrial Union Includes 
nine artels, none of which have fulfilled the plan for asjortnent of goods. 

Levi, chairman of the Union, has stated that the reason for this 
failure la the lack of raw macerials and the fact that there are no large-scale 
enterpc'laes in the oblast whose waste products can be used by the union* s 
entorprleeB. Reports have shown, however, that local supplies of raw 
materials are not being used effectively, and the Oblast Erecutive Coianittee 
has taken no measures to ensure their utilization. Local industry enter- 
prises, food comblnos, and rayon and city Induatrlal combines are all oporatlng 
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luorriuitJiiiijf, and have failed to ma^e use of locoi materfais, and to organize 
procureBient of locally grovn agrlcnltural producta for processing. The 
"Derevoehlrpotrelj’* (Wooden Consumera* Goodo) Factory la at 111 producing defective 
furniture, and ouallty of output of the felt hoot factory is very lov. Such 
products, as aoap, toye, synthetic drying oil, carhcai paper, which could he 
produced in the ohlast, are insported frean other regions of the country.
